This work, although published primarily for the (use of publishers and 
authors, is not only interesting to the lawyer, but to the general reader, 
who will find in its pages many illustrations of the ingenuity of literary 
"pirates" in their attempts to cover up their efforts to live by the sweat 
of another's brow. The compiler claims that our present law of copyright 
is inadequate and full of inequalities and incongruities. He maintains that 
the protection of American authors requires a thorough revisal of our copy- 
right statute, and suggests the creation of a commission for the purpose. 
Among cases reported in the work are those instituted by the Edward 
Thompson Company, publishers of the American and English Encyclopedia 
of Law, against the American Law Book Company, publishers of the 
Cyclopedia of Law and Procedure.

The recent action of leading religious bodies touching the subject of di- 
vorce makes this work of peculiar value. 

It contains a complete digest of the divorce laws of every state and terri- 
tory, placed in tabulated form, so that by a mere glance the particular 
information sought for may be obtained. 

The form and manner in which these laws are placed before the reader 
are as simple of comprehension for the layman as they are for the lawyer. 

To find definite information, such as a specific cause for divorce, or the 
ground for annulment of marriage, or length of residence required, or 
whether service of papers must be made personally or can be made other- 
wise, or indeed any other item of information on the subject covered by the 
title of the work, neither books nor pages need be examined, yet a moment's 
search will furnish the desired knowledge. 

The tabulation is printed on one large sheet of paper. At the head of it 
is an introduction with an explanation of the arbitrary signs and abbrev- 
iations used. Then follows an alphabetical list of states and territories in 
columns, and on each side is an index of causes for divorce. At the end of 
each column there is a concise synopsis of the practise in such case, showing 
the jurisdiction of courts, the methods of service of process, trials, and 
grounds for separation.

It is the purpose of this work to present without confusing detail a com- 
plete picture of the government of the largest city of the Western Hemis- 
phere. The book is one of peculiar interest to the student of municipal gov- 
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ernment; a subject of great and ever growing importance in view of the 
marvellous increase of the population of our American cities. The govern- 
ment of New York City as outlined in its charter and as regulated by the 
Constitution of the state of New York, and the statutes passed in pursu- 
ance thereof, represents perhaps the best thought of the country on the sub- 
ject of municipal government. Hence Mr. Ingalls' book will be of great 
value to those engaged in working out "the city problem."
